:Mr. Carter said he had pri- 
vate assurances from Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Be- 
gin that Israeli settlements on 
(be West Bank would not be 
occupied permanently. 

Without going into details 
of these assurances, he indica- 
ted that the West Bank would 
be included in negotiations to- 
ward a Middle East peace agr- 
eement. 

• South Africa has told the 
United States it has no nuclear 


weapons and does not intend 
to explode a nuclear device 
now or in the future. Preside- 
nt Carter said. Hie United 
States welcomed the assurance 
be added. 

“In response to our own di- 
rect inquiry and that of other 
nations,” Mr. Carter said, "Sou- 
th Africa has informed us th- 
ey do not have and do not in- 
tend to develop nuclear explo- 
sive devices for any purpose, 
either peaceful or as a weap- 
on.” 

He said the test site where, 
according to the reports, the 
blast would be conducted "is 
not designed for use to test 
nuclear explosives.” 

Mr. Carter said the South 
Africans informed the United 
States "no nuclear explosives 
test will be taken in South Af- 
rica now or in the future.” 

“We appreciate the comm- 
itment from South Africa and 
this information,” he remarked, 
yadding that the United 
States intended to watch 
the situation closely. 

The president said that the 
U.S. wQI demand, as part of 
the planned Panama Canal tr- 
eaties, that it will be allowed 
to participate in the building 
of a possible second canal. 

Such an assurance would be 
included under a clause in the 


treaties now being drafted on 
the subject of the return of the 
present canal to Panama. 

These treaties would be "ad- 
vantageous” to the United St- 
ates, Mr. Carter said and the 
U.S. will remain in the rvm«i 
Zone until the end of the ce- 
ntury. 

Mr. Carter was answering 
a wave of protest which has 
swept the country about plans 
to quit the canal in the year 
2000. 

Meanwhile the White House 
today disclaimed any knowle- 
dge of proposals reportedly 
formulated by President Car- 
ter to settle the crisis in Nor- 
thern Ireland. 

After reports from Dublin 
said that President Carter wo- 
uld make proposals on North- 
ern Ireland public in the next 
few days, a White House spo- 
kesman noted that the Ameri- 
can president was periodically 
reported to be ready to offer 
a “peace plan” for solving the 
troubles in Ireland. 

Earlier reports of such a plan 
were formally denied last mo- 
nth. 

A well -placed source remar- 
ked that President Carter now 
had enough international pro- 
blems to consider without invo- 
lving himself in the Irish imb- 
roglio. 


Tension in Lebanese mountains 
eased, says Parliament leader 


>HRUT, Aug. 23 (RV — Arab 
$c*ce -keeping forces made 30 
arrests and seized weapons in 
a raid today on the Shouf area 
near Beirut where II people 
were reported killed in week- 
-end dashes between rival fa- 
ctions. 

The official announcement of 
die round-up by the Arab Lea- 
gue followed a statement from 
the speaker of the Lebanese 
Parliament that firm security 
measures had been enforced in 
the region. 

The raiding force was back- 
ed by heavy armour and the 
troops impounded even hunting

:H*16 and Kalashnikov rifles.

Mr. Asaad spoke to reporters 
after meeting President Elias 
Sarkis as Lebanese leaders held 
intensive consultations on the 
factional fighting in the Shouf 
mountains.

Mr. Arafat said the Palesti- 
ne Central Council was due to 
discuss the Palestinian ques- 
tion in particular at its meet- 
ing in Damascus next Thurs- 
day, in the light of Mr. Vance’s 
tour. 

Mr. Arafat said he will dis- 
cuss the Arab cause in gene- 
ral and the Palestinian ques- 
tion in particular with Egyp- 
tian leaders. MENA reported.

An intermittent exchange of 
artillery fine in the eastern and 
central sectors was also repor- 
ted between rightist-held Qlei’a 
and Marjeyoun on the one 
hand and leftist-held Khyam 
and Arnoun on the other. 

The travellers reported four 
to six Israel: war planes flying 
over south Lebanese villages 
close to the border with Is- 
rael. Three broke the sound 
barrier over the port of Sidon, 
they said. 

Under a peace plan worked 
out by the L eb an es e authori- 
ties, regular Lebanese troops 
are to separate tbe combatants 
in the south. 

A mainly Syrian peace force 
which brought fighting to an 
end in other parts of Lebanon 
did not go deep into the south 
because of Israeli objections.

Israelis sack

TEL AVIV, Aug. 23 (R). — 
The Israeli military governor 
of the occupied West Bank has 
dismissed the mayor and local 
council of an Arab village whe- 
re a personality dash has led 
to persistent bloodshed, a mili- 
tary spokesman said today. 

One wren has died and 53 
others have been injured in 
fighting between groups supp- 
orting rival politicians at Ra- 
bat iya in the north of the ter- 
ritory. 

The incumbent mayor, Mr. 
Mo hamma d Sabana, received 
the most votes in the election 
a year ago but the elected cou- 
ncil members prefer the candi- 
date who supports the PLO, 
Mr. Khaled Yassed Allouna. 
Tension mounted in recent 
months between the followers 
of the two men, the spokes- 
man added. 

Tbe military governor told 
the council that as it had not 
been able to provide municipal 
services for months he was 
dismissing all its members and 
appointing three other West 
Bank Arabs to run the coun-

"I really think Egypt... doe- 
sn’t want another war,” he 
said. "I also think two other 
parties, Jordan and the Pales- 
tinians -- I don’t mean the 
PLO, but Palestinians who live 
in Gaza and the West Bank, 
just don’t want another war 
with Israel." 

Mr. Dayan declared Israel did 
not want a Palestinian state; 
certainly not one headed by 
the PLO. 

Mr. Dayan met with leaders 
of the British Jewish commu- 
nity in the Israeli Embassy this 
morning for 90 minutes. He 
was afterwards quoted by Is- ' 
reel radio’s London correspon- 
dent as telling the meeting that 
Israel and the U.S. disagreed 
over the question of the Pa- 
lestinian refugees. He said the 
differences emerged when U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Van- 
ce was in the Middle East Mr. 
Dayan said the American Se- 
cretary of State had brought 
no clear proposals for solving 
the refugee problem and had 
proposed leaving discussion of 
this point while reconvening 
the Geneva peace conference to 
achieve some sort of progress. 

Mr. Dayan said Israel refus- 
ed to shelve the issue. 


NAIROBI, Aug. 23 (R). — So- 
mali guerrillas today said they 
had killed nearly 1,000 Ethio- 
pian soldiers in a .battle for 
two government strongholds in 
mountains southeast of Addis 
Ababa. 

Radio Mogadishu quoted the 
Western Somalia Liberation 
Front (WSLF) as saying its for- 
ces were still attacking the str- 
ongholds, which are only 250 
fans , from Addis Ababa. This 
is the closest the month-long 
war over the Ogaden region 
has come to the Ethiopian ca- 
pitaL 

The WSLF communique des- 
cribed five clashes around the 
towns of Goba and Ginir in 
Bale province. It said 989 Eth- 
iopians barf died, and many 
others had been wounded. 
Tbe WSLF did not reveal its 
own losses. ' 

Diplomatic sources in Addis 
Ababa said there had been fig- 
hting in this area for the last 
nine months and its bad inte- 
nsified in recent weeks. 

Mainly Moslem 
inhabitants 

I -ilra the inhabitants of the 
disputed Ogaden desert region 
to the east, the people of Bale 
are mainly Moslems. They are 
from the Oromo or Galia race, 
which is related to the Soma- 
lis, and Somali officials say the 
Oromo Liberation Front is now 
fighting with the WSLF. 

The WSLF, issuing its first 
communique on the fighting 
for a week, hardly mentioned 
a big battle last week for the 
Ethiopian industrial centre of 
Dire Dawa, closer to the Som- 
ali border. 

Ethiopia says it drove back 
a Somali assault backed by tan- 
ks and aircraft, and inflicted 
several hundred casualties on 
the Somalis. 

Faced with guerrilla incursi- 
ons to the east, north and sou- 
th of Addis Ababa, the Eth- 
iopian authorities have stepped 
up recrutJng for their hard-pre- 
ssed armed forces. 

Addis Ababa diplomatic so- 
urces said more men and wo- 
men were being recruited, mos- 
tly for tbe “workers militia” 
being trained at a huge camp 
outride Addis Ababa. 

Hie Ethiopian g overn m ent 
plans to have eight per cent 
of tbe work force in tbe new 
militia. Earlier this year a “pe- 
ople’s militia” of some 135,000 
was raised and has now been 
deployed in Ethiopia’s various 
battlefields. 

Workers militia fond 

The all-Ethiopia trades uni- 
on, in a statement quoted for 


Ethiopia radio, said workers 
who bad not joined the militia 
would do the work of the recr- 
uits for no extra money. It 
said a fund had been started 
to bring the recruits' wages up 
to what they would normally 
be earning. 

Ethiopia radio said thousands 
of people marched through the 
Eritrean port of Assab yester- 
day to support the general mo- 
bilisation ordered in a weekend 
speech for head of state Men- 
gistu Hade Mariam. 

It said the marching work- 
ers, citizens and soldiers “con- 
demned the secessionist elem- 
ents in the north and the agg- 
ressors in tbe east and south”

for Addis Ababa tomorrow. 
Diplomatic sources said such 
marches were usually a pre- 
lude to any hew recruiting 
drive. 

A Swedish television crew 
retuned to Mogadishu last ni- 
ght after a 1,000 km. 
urney deep into the Oi 
desert during which they said 
the only Ethiopians they saw 
were seven prisoners of war. 

The Swedes, accompanied by 
WSLF officers, travelled as 
far as the town of Gode and 
also visited Musth&il and Re- 
late. 

They said one village out 
side Gode was completely bur- 
ned out and they were told 
50 families had died there du- 


ring fighting between Ethiop- 
ian and S omali forces.* 

A delegation from the Ma- 
lagasy republic, which has vi- 
sited Somalia and Ethiopia in 
•an attempt to end the fighting; 
returned home today and said 
it would continue its concilia- 
tion efforts. 

Somali aircraft downed 

From Djibouti it was report- 
ed today that well informed 
sources said Somali aircraft 
have suffered serious losses in 
fights against Ethiopian milita- 
ry planes on the two countries' 
northern border. 

They said the Hafgeisa re- 
gional Air Force Commander 
in northeast Somalia had been 
transferred as a result of the 
losses inflicted during fighting 
over the past few days. 

Air Djibouti said it had sus- 
jended flights to Hafgelsa for 
safety reasons. 

Somaiia has denied Ethiopian 
(marges that Somali govern- 
ment forces are involved in fi- 
ghting between the Western 
Somali Liberation Front and 
Ethiopian troops in the Oga- 
den region south of Hargeraa. 

Ethiopia says Its air force 
and anti-aircraft nnlta have 
shot down 18 Somali MIG jets 
over Ethiopian territory. 

Diplomatic sources in the So- 
mali capital of Mogadishu said 
Somalia has moved a conside- 
rable number of MIGs to Har- 
geisa from Berbers and other 
air bases since the fighting be- 
gan. 


Ethiopia faces food 
crisis, warns official 


ROME, Aug. 23 (R). — Eth- 
iopia faces a serious food shor- 
tage because it cannot use its 
main ports, a top UJN. food 
aid official said today. 

‘Tens of thousands more 
Ethiopians will go hungry this 
year unless something is done,” 
Mr. Thomas Robinson, execu- 
tive director of the U.N. World 
Food programme, told Reuters. 

Mr. Robinson said the Eth- 
iopian military government's 
basic problem was that it lack- 
ed lorries to transport food -- 
either imported food from the 
only harbour it could use or 
from Ethiopian formers in food 
surplus areas. 

Ethiopia could not use the 
port in the neighbouring territ- 
ory of Djibouti because the 
railway linking it with Addis 
Ababa had been cut by Somali 
guerrillas, he said. 

The government was also un- 
able to use the major port of 
Massawa, near Asmara In the 


province of Eritrea, because In- 
surgents partially controlled 
roads there. 

This meant that food was pi- 
ling up at the one port the mi- 
litary regime could use at Ass- 
ab, Mr. Robinson said. 

About 12,000 tons of grain, 
10,000 tons of feedstuff, 30,000 
tons of general cargo were 
waiting to be moved, according 
to the last -report which Mr. 
Robinson’s Rome-based organi- 
sation received. 

"One ship was waiting to un- 
load another 26,000 tons of 
feed," he added “It will take 
at least five months to dear 
all this unless there is more 
transport.”

Erinayo Oryema. when a car 
taking them for interrogation 
was involved in a crash. 

All 16 men are accused of 
treason, which is punishable by 
death by firing squad under 
Ugandan law. 

The radio said that Apolo 
Lawoko, the programme contr- 


oller of the Ugandan Broadca- 
sting Corporation was charged 
with being a member of a sub- 
versive organisation identified 
as the Ugandan Liberation Mo- 
vement. 

It said Mr. Lawoko was also 
charged with conspiring with 
others. 

Several of the defendants are 
accused of travelling to Nair- 
obi. Dar es Sal am and London 
last year to enlist military as- 
istance for the planned over- 
throw of President Amin, it re- 
ported. 

Others were involved in dis- 
cussions on training guerrillas 
and supplying motor vehicles 
for a planned invasion, the ra- 
dio said. 

It gave no indication of whe- 
ther tbe trial was being held 
in public. But it is being held 
in the Unity hall, in the centre 
of Kampala, the radio reported. 


Those charged include Mr.

JOHANNESBURG, Aug. 23 (R). 
— An international row raged 
today over charges that South 
Africa is preparing to test a 
nuclear device. 

Foreign Minister Pik Botha 
again hotly denied the allega- 
tion, while his namesake in the 
Defence Ministry, Mr. Pieter 
Botha, declared that South Af- 
rica was fighting for survival 
against internal and external 
pressures. 

Prime Minister John Vorster 
is expected to take up the is- 
sue when he speaks in Cape 
Town tomorrow. 

Foreign Minister Botha bad 
already issued one strong deni- 
al at the weekend following a 
Soviet claim that South Afri- 
ca was about to test a nuclear 
weapon. The United States then 
raised tbe same issue. 

Last night, French Foreign 
Minister Louis de Guiringaud 
said on French radio : "We ha- 
ve received information that 
there are preparations in South 
Africa for a nuclear explosion 
which the South Africans claim 
will be peaceful.” 

Mr. Pik Botha issued ano- 
ther riposte today saying that 
his earlier denial had been cat- 
egorical -- South Africa was 


not about to conduct a nuclear 
test, for peaceful or other pur- 
poses. 

Mr. Botha said his earlier 
denial had been communicated 
to the French government th- 
rough its ambassador here, M. 
Jacques Schricks, and he cou- 
ld not understand bow the all- 
egation could now be repea- 
ted. 

“I don’t want to attack Mr. 
de Guiringaud for what he mi- 
ght have said,” Mr. Botha said 
“if he wants to, he can re- 
ject my denial - - tint’s his pre- 
rogativa 

"He can dream his own dre- 
ams, he can suffer fr om illusi- 
ons if he wants to, but he can- 
not attack something . . . which 
we are not doing.” 

French officials said today 
that if the South Africans 
went ahead with a nuclear test, 
the immediate French govern- 
ment reaction would be to cut 
off supplies of essential spare 
parts for Mirage jets and oth- 
er advanced military equipme- 
nt already sold to South Africa. 

France would also hold up 
delivery of two submarines and 
two frigates now under const- 
ruction for South Africa. 

A French embargo on arms 


deliveries to South Africa is 
already in force, but France 
has 'agreed to supply the four 
warships to honour existing 
contracts. 

Officials said they realised 
that France would probably 
be deprived of uranium supp- 
lies from South Africa in reta- 
. liation, but the government 
' was prepared to accept this if 
need be to show the African 
nations the sincerity of its op- 
position to South African nuc- 
lear tests. 

M. de Guiringaud last week 
received first-hand evidence of 
the strength of black African 
feeling about French cope ra- 
tion with South Africa during 
a tour of four east African co- 
untries. 

The foreign minister broke 
off his visit to Tanzania and 
returned to Paris ahead of sch- 
edule after being confronted 
with a noisy student demonst- 
ration against French sales of 
arms and nuclear power equip- 
ment to South Africa. 

T anzanian President Julius 
Nyerere -- whose government 
refused to apologise for the 
incident - - said at the weekend 
that "France, of all the weste- 
rn countries. Is now the bigge- 


st supporter of racism in Sou- 
thern Africa.” 

Despite this rebuff, M. de 
Guiringaud said he looked upon 
the tour - - which also took 
him to Kenya, Zambia, and 
Mozambique --as "hi ghl y po- 
sitive”. 

France is selling two nuclear 
reactors for generating electri- 
city to South Africa, but has 
repeatedly insisted over the pa- 
st few days that they could 
not be used for making nuclear 
weapons. 

During his tour of east Af- 
rica, M. de Guiringaud also em- 
phasised that France’s ban on 
future arms sales to South Af- 
rica was total. 

The French newspaper Le- 
Monde said today that France 
will need more than argumen- 
ts and statistics to convince bl- 
ack Africa that it Is no longer 
in the “racist camp” in South- 
ern Africa. 

“How can France convince 
the world that it has changed 
sides when a Pretoria Minister 
thanked Paris not long ago for 
having contributed to his coun- 
try’s military might, when the 
quest for good business deals 
is not halted by virtuous dis- 
claimers?” Le Monde asked.

AL SELVB, on Tuesday, pub-

The Israelis insist that no per- 
son has a right to comment 
on their present policies in oc- 
cupied Arab territories because 
they ‘‘have a right to this land 
as promised in the Torah.” 
This sounds like the Christian 
Church in Mediaeval times, 
when its priests went about 
“promising people a piece of 
land in Heaven's paradise.” 
The Christian Church has been 
liberated from these notions of 
the Dark Ages but not, it se- 
ems, the Jews. “Whoever pro- 


mises a land in Heaven is no 
less stupid, reactionary and id- 
otic than he who claims a de- 
vine right to a piece of geog- 
raphy.” This is the core of the 
Middle East problem: you dis- 
cuss current obstacles but the 
Jews insist on a metaphysical 
logic 4.000 years old. "Mr. pre- 
sident, the Jews are confront- 
ing you with one of two choic- 
es, as they have done to ail 
human societies in history, 
either join them in going back 
to pre-historical notions and 
accept the denial of all cultu- 
ral progress achieved by hum- 
anity since then, or, do some- 
thing to’ liberate their charac- 
ter from the accumulated com- 
plexes of backwardness, reac- 
tion and superiority, moving 
them forward to understand 
the modem notions on Man. 
Either the one or the other and 
nothing more.”

Foreign Ministry 
starts campaign 
on Israeli policy 


AMMAN (JNA). — The Mini- 
stry of Foreign Affairs Tuesday 
sent a memorandum explain- 
ing Jordan’s position on the Is- 
raeli decision to extend pub- 
lic services to the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip to the presid- 
ent of the United Nations Se- 
curity Council, and the secre- 
tary generals of the UN. Arab 
League and Islamic Conference, 
as well as the president of the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity. 

It also sent copies of the 
memorandum to its embassies 
abroad and asked its envoys 
to communicate its contents 
to the governments to which 
they are accredited and expla- 
in the danger of the settlement 
policy. 


The Foreign Ministry also as- 
ked its embassies to urgt sup- 
port for the Arab position on 
the question and condemnation 
of the Israeli decision. 

Such a diplomatic campaign 
should be supported by unified 
Arab action in all fields, if it 
is to be fruitful. Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Has- 
san Ibrahim said Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, Al ShaT> news- 
paper Tuesday said that Jordan 
will submit a detailed memo- 
randum to the Council of Arab 
Foreign Ministers In its ses- 
sion next month. 

The memorandum will deal 
with the latest developments in 
the occupied West Bank In the 
light of the new Israeli mea- 
sures. 


480 literacy

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Israel’s arms industry : 

Losing the struggle for independence 


The deserts just keep on growing !

Israel seems to be winning 
its public battles for indepen- 
dence from the U.S. State De- 
partment, or at least to be hol- 
ing its own. During Prime 
v firTrs ter Begin’s -visit to Wash- 
ington and U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance's recent 
talks in West Jerusalem, any 
hint of U.S. pressure to impo- 
st its own settlement ideas on 
Israel has been denied in ton- 
es of shocked innocence. But 
Israel is losing the secret st- 
ruggle for independence. 

It centres on Israel's arms 
industry. Once upon a time, 
Israel bought its weapons from 
B variety of willing suppliers 
(though mainly the French), 
B nd paid a manageable price 
for them. Since 1970, when the 
first U.S. Phantoms were deli- 
vered. it has had only one 
supplier willing to sell it maj- 
or weapons, and the cost of 
those weapons has become an 
utterly crushing burden. 

In the past 15 years Israel’s 
annual military purchases ab- 
road have increased by 15 
times, to a figure last year of 
$23 billion (one third of all 
imports). The inroads into 
West Jerusalem’s limited fore- 
ign exchange reserves have 
been enormous, and military 
i costs account for most of Is- 
rael's runaway inflation (38 
per cent last year). 

The political costs are even 
greater. America's position of 
sole supplier of advanced we- 
apons to Israel (and there are 
no alternative candidates) giv- 
es it an immense leverage over 
Israeli foreign policy. This le- 
ver has already been used on- 
ce: There was a tacit U.S. 
arms embargo for 6 months in 
1975, which finally forced Is- 
rael to sign the second disen- 
gagement agreement with Eg- 
ypt 

A few months ago President 
Carter promised never to use 
this lever against Israel, but 
no government in West Jerusa- 
lem would dare believe him. 
Restrictions on arms sales are 
the only really effective laver 
Washington has. and it h easy 


enough to circumsta- 

nces (a renewed Arab oil em- 
bargo. for example) where tbe 
United States would be des- 
perately anxious to extort con- 
cessions for Israel. 

Israel's attempted solution 
to dependence on imported U.5. 
arms has been the development 
of its own arms industry. If it 
could build most of its own 
weapons, it would save vast 
sums in foreign exchange - - 
and could export some of 
them, to set against the price 
of those it must still import. 

Every new weapons require- 
ment that can be met from 
domestic sources also decreas- 
es the control the U.S. can 
exert on Israeli foreign policy. 
The bigger Israel’s arms indus- 
try (and the more it exports), 
-the greater is Israel's real in- 
dependence. 

Israel has by now created 
one of the most brilliant little 
arms industries in the world. 
It produces high-performance 
combat aircraft (Kflr), first-cl- 
ass tanks (the new Merkava), 
excellent naval vessels (Reshef 
class fast patrol boats), and a 
variety of outstanding tactical 
missiles (including Gabriel 
Mark n ship-to-ship, and Sha- 
frir air-to-air missiles). 

Israel could conceivably co- 
ver much of the cost of the 
remaining imports by exporting 
some of the weapons it does 
produce. It is in this vital area 
that the Israeli arms industry 
has suffered some grievous bl- 
ows in the past year at the 
hands of the United States. 

Unfortunately, Israel’s mam 
potential export markets for 
arms are exactly those coun- 
tries where Washington is try- 
ing to control the inflow of 
advanced weapons: South Af- 
rica and Rhodesia (which are 
under a total embargo) and 
Latin American countries. 

Israel’s Uzi sub-machinegun 
is being made under licence by 
Rhodesia, and its Gabjriel mis- 
siles by South Africa. It has 
?o*u *ts Arava utility aircraft to 
a number of Latin American 
air to’ces. But the real profits 


lie in exporting big, expensive 
items like fighters or tanks. 

The Kfir, for example, is an 
excellent fighter at a highly 
competitive price -- but its 
engine is imported from the 
United States, as are much of 
its electronics. When Israel 
made its first foreign sale of 
Kfirs to Ecuador last spring, 
Washington promptly vetoed 
it. The same would happen in 
almost any other likely export 
market for Israel, and the 
new Merkava tank, with the 
American engine, is in the 
same category. 

Israel's obvious strategy for 
escaping tbe veto is to learn to 
produce the parts that it now 
imports from the U.S. Tbe re- 
search and development costs 
of doing it alone would be pro- 
hibitive, but one way out was 
through entering into co-pro- 
duction agreements with U.S. 

firms. 

In its order of 250 General 
Dynamics F-I6 fighters this 
year, Israel sought up to 50 
per cent production in Israel, 
with final assembly in Tel Av- 
iv. Similarly, in negotiations 
with Litton Industries for new 
'avionics’ to up-date its Phan- 
toms, it asked for 25 per cent 
co-production. 

It simply hit another blank 
wall. General Dynamics would 
offer no more than a 5 per 
cent share in the production of 
F-16 spare parts. Litton Indus- 
tries refused to let Israel bu- 
ild the key inertial instruments 
in the avionics package for the 
Phantoms. Half a dozen other 
negotiations have shown the 
same pattern. 

The U.S. arms companies do 
not intend to give their exper- 
tise to an avid would-be com- 
petitor on the export markets. 
Hie U.S. government wants Is- 
rael to stay dependent on Am- 
erican arms, for diplomatic re- 
asons, and it also wants to co- 
ntrol where Israeli aims go ab- 
road. 

Tbe Israeli arms industry has 
so far been an unbroken suc- 
cess story, but it is now com- 
ing up against the limits of the 
possible. There is little chance 
that it will ever liberate Isra- 
el from its vulnerability to the 
manipulation of U.S. arms sup- 
plies.

LONDON * (Gemini; — Desert- 
ification means the gradual, 
step-by-step degradation, of a 
Irving ecosystem until its ca- 
pacity to sustain life is lost 
virtually beyond recovery. 

Man’s activities, however 
deleterious, probably cannot 
create deserts on their own. 
Nature would need an awful 
long time. Visible desertifica- 
tion, however, is almost enti- 
rely a man-made process, to 
which nature adds the finish- 
ing touch. 

Nature does provide the 
base. The desert and semi-de- 
sert areas of the world are 
very old. There are five great 
desert regions -- the Austra- 
lian; the Kalahari In southern 
Africa; the Pataganian in 
South America; the Sonoran 
in Mexico and the USA; and 
the zone which sprawls from 
the Sahara across Arabia and 
Iran, up into the USSR and 
out through Indo-Fakistan to 
connect up with the Gobi de- 
sert of Mongolia. 

The common feature -- sho- 
rtage, irregularity and unpre- 
dictability of water supply — 
is also mostly under nature’s 
control. But man is both the 
tool and the labourer in the 
march of desertification. 

Often the people involved 
have no real choice but to 
participate in the decline of 
their own environment, until 
their effort far exceeds what 
they can get out of the soil, 
and irreversible desert takes 
over. 

There is no such things as 
a stable ecosystem. Most of- 
ten, in natural conditions, the 
change is of ever-increasing 
complexity -- more and more 
species of plants and animals 
carve out tighter, closer-me- 
shed niches within it 

Id the desertification proce- 
ss, the reverse happens. The 
density of animal and plant 
communities decline, the div- 
ersity of species falls. Human 
pressure accelerates the course. 

He removes the woody pl- 
ants, for building or firewo- 
od, his animals remove other 
plants and grasses, cultivation 
usually replaces diverse pla- 
nt life with a single crop. 
Man turns over the soil, he 
may burn the stubble of one 


crop to prepare for the next, 
in many ways be exposes the 
earth to wind and flood ero- 
sion. 

In the arid zones, where ra- 
infall is low and variable, hu- 
man activity is encouraged by 
periods of above-average pre- 
cipitation. The result is more 
settlements, wider cultivation, 
increasing numbers of livesto- 
ck. Yet it is characteristic of 
these climates that successive 
years of drought also happen. 

As Canadian climatologist 
Kenneth Hare observes: “Nat- 
ural ecosystems ‘remember’ 
such phenomena". Humans, 
apparently, tend to forget Pl- 
ants and animals natural to 
these desert-prone regions 
would be genetically adapted 
to survive extreme conditions. 
Man, domesticated livestock 
and the introduced crops can- 
not. 

Sometimes, perhaps often, 
the apparent conquest of na- 
ture by science and technolo- 
gy may in fact be making the 
land more vulnerable than 
ever. Professor Hare is the 


author of a paper on climate 
and desertification for the 
U.N. desertification talks. 

In it be recalls the Dust 
Bowl of the 1930s, when dro- 
ught combined with over-cul- 
tivation and over-grazing to 
create the disaster which em- 
braced the prairies from Me- 
xico across the U.S. Great 
P lain s to the Canadian grain- 
lands. It took Immense effort, 
enormous funds and a lot of 
time before the micro-climate 
seemed to recover. 

Intensive land use has re- 
turned. Are the U.S. Great 
Plains again at risk? The we- 
ather was unusually good th- 
roughout the U.S.-Ganada gr- 
ain belt in the 15 years bet- 
ween 1955 and 1972. It was 
improved technology, however, 
which was given the credit 
for high yields. 

The drought and heat have 
returned. The crops, judging 
by yield-losses, of the past 
two years, are still very vul- 
nerable. As Mr. Hare puts it: 
“Fifteen consecutive years of 
good weather --the odds ag- 


ainst which are of a very high 
order -- have rendered the 
land of the world's principal 
exporter of cereals vulnerab- 
le because most of the peo- 
ple had forgotten, that drought- 

occurs.” 

Less adjacent scientific ad- 
vances can contribute to the 
spread of deserts. The war ag- 
ainst the tsetse fly, for exam- 
ple, will increasingly add to 
the over-grading problem, un- 
less other control measures 
are taken. 

More directly, the very ir- 
rigation of arid lands creates 
problems, notably water-log- 
ging and salinisation. Half the 
irrigated arid lands are salin- 
ised to some degree. 

Desertification implies both 
the degradation of conditions 
within arid regions and the sp- 
read of these conditions fur- 
ther out to embrace marginal 
lands. The Sahara is said to 
have swallowed up a million 
square kilometres of turntable 
land in the past 50 years.

Its agricultural lands to de- 
sertification by the end of 
this century, if the present 
rate continues. 

Nearly 630 million people, 
— K per cent of the world's pop- 
ulation, live in drylands. Over 
90 million of them live in 
those 28 per cent of drylands 
which are seriously affected 
by desertification. 

Dryland people are usually 
among the poorest of the po- 
pulation. What they produce 
Is highly vulnerable to local 
and world market price fluc- 
tuations. They rarely have the 
wherewithal to correct or st- 
em the imbalances they cause 
and must, in fact, continue 
the process. If only to survive. 

When this becomes impos- 
sible and they drift in search 
of urban employment, they 
may still contribute to the de- 
sertification process. In places 
like Mexico City, the authori- 
ties have been compelled to 
channel water away from the 
agricultural drylands to prov- 
ide for the burgeoning urban 
population. 

Once the process of deserti- 
fication sets In it probably 
sustains itself, and, as it were, 
breeds. For example, bare, dry 
soil, poor in humus, has a 
high reflectively, which enco- 
urages air to fall and decreas- 
es the likelihood of rain. 

Modem man is helping In 
many ways, notably by the 
use of fossil fuels, rapidly Inc- 
reasing the levels of atmos- 
pheric carbon dioxide, and 
by releasing halocarbons such 
as aerosol propellants. Man, 
in i short, is raising surface 
temperatures and aiding aridi- 
ty and desertification. 

The growth of human pop- 
ulation on its own is putting 
pressure on the land. In the 
same period (to the end of 
the century) when a thin! of 
agricultural land Is expected 
to be surrendered to desert. 
It will be necessary, if even 
the low nutrition standards of 
today are to be maintained, 
to grow a third more food. 

Must the process of Impov- 
erishing the earth, exposing it 
to wind and water erosion, by 
over-grazing and deforestation, 
by deep ploughing and burning 
and unwise Irrigation, go on 
at an increasing rate? Appa- 
rently, not necessarily; but 
that is another story.

Levi Strauss Co. 
cracks down on 


jean forgeries 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 23 
(AFP). — The Levi Strauss Co- 
mpany has filed a court com- 
plaint here against an inter- 
national gang for mass forgery 
of its famous blue jeans. 

After several months of in- 
vestigation in the United Sta- 
tes, Europe and the Far East, 
Levi Strauss pins much of the 
blame on one of its former Te- 
xas plant managers. 

Fired in 1971, the manager 
is said to have taken trade se- 
crets which had been guarded 
for over a century and used th- 
em to set up a counterfeit Levi 
Strauss operation in Taiwan. 

The counterfeiters are said 
to have dumped 70,000 falsely 
labelled pairs of Jeans in Eu- 
rope during the first half of 
this year. Tens of thousands of 
pairs of Levis have been seiz- 
ed in Amsterdam and in Swit- 
zerland, where four arrests in 
connection with the case were 
made last week. Another 30.000 
unfinished pairs were confis- 
cated at the Taiwan factory. 

Levi Strauss is asking for 
immediate cessation of the Ta- 
iwan film’s operations, an ex- 
act accounting of its profits, 
and punitive damages of at le- 
ast $5 million. 

The present forgery case is 
only one of 50 or so that the 
jeans maker has recorded since 
the start of the world boom in 
denim clothing.

Oil firms get 2 weeks to 
appear in Zambian court 


LUSAKA, Aug. 23 (R). — Za- 
mbia is planning to give 17 
oil companies, including lead- 
ing British, French and United 
States firms, two weeks to 
appear in the high court here 
to face allegations of Rhode- 
sia sanctions -busting, the Jus- 
tice Ministry said today. 

President Kenneth Kaunda's 
landlocked nation is also cla- 
iming some 5,508 million kw- 
acha (£4,015 million) in total 
damages from the companies 
for allegedly starving Zambia 
of oil to Rhodesia’s benefit, a 
spokesman said. 

In the past. Dr. Kaunda has 
bitterly criticised oil compani- 
es for allegedly fuelling the 
Rhodesian war machine, thus 
bolstering the white minority 
government Zambia stands co- 
rn nrited to helping overthrow. 

The damages claim was co- 
nsiderably higher than the 
£500 million Zambia initially 
warned it would claim from 
the companies, which include 
Shell, B.P., Texaco, Caltex and 
Mobil. 

Zambia’s claim dates back 
to 1962 and a series of ag- 
reements negotiated then for 
the supply of oil to the now 
defunct federation of Rhode- 


sia and NyasaJand, of which 
pre-independence Zambia whs 
part. 

Zambia claims that major 
oil companies starved it of oil 
in order to build up stocks in 
Rhodesia before Premier Un 
Smith unilaterally declared 
independence from Britain in 
1965. 

A Justice Ministry spokes- 
man said a writ had been Is- 
sued yesterday on three Zam- 
bian-based companies - - Mo- 
bil (Zambia), Caltex (Zambia) 
and Total (Zambia). 

Further writs were expected 
next week against 14 foreign- 
based companies, the spokes- 
man said.

Turkey drafts

The radio said die move was 
announced by Nigerian head of 
state Olusegun Obasanjo. 

An anti-apartheid conference 
sponsored jointly by the Unit- 
ed Nations and the Organisa- 
tion of Africa Unity opened in 
the Nigerian capital yesterday. 

Lt. Gen. Obasanjo said the 
federal government was com- 
piling a list of an countries and 
enterprises which had dealings 
with the South African govern- 
ment, Lagos Radio reported. 

He advised all those concern- 
ed to review their relations 
with South Africa and embark 
on appropriate action that wo- 
uld bring about a change in 
diet country. 

Meanwhile a major African 
trade union body hailed the 
conference on apartheid as "a 
milestone in the liberation st- 
ruggle” in southern Africa, the 
Ghana News Agency reported,

In his Bols Bridge -Tip, 
Jeff Rubens advised players 
to make life as easy as possi- 
ble for partner, to prevent 
him from making an unneces- 
sary error. Terence Reese 
reports a hand where a de- 
fender failed in this task. 

North did not have quite 
enough to act over West's 
preempt. However, when 
partner’s rebid hit his long- 
est suit, -North came to life 
with a cue-bid of the oppo- 
nents' suit. South jumped 
over game to indicate his ex- 
cellent distributional values 

and North was well within 
himself when he Droceeded 


on to slam. 

West led the king of dia- 
monds, taken by the ace. De- 
clarer drew two rounds of 
trumps. East discarding a 
low heart. Now declarer led 
a low heart and West, who 

had been preparing himself 
for this moment, played low 
Smoothly in the hope that de- 
clarer would misguess. But 
declarer had no guess. He 
went up with the king of 
hearty, and did not mind hav- 
ing to concede a club later in 
the play. The slam was 
made. 

The defenders were un- 
happy that they had failed to 
take the setting trick. East 
blamed his partner. Declarer 
obviously had a distribu- 
tional hand, and East felt 
that West took an unneces- 
sary risk by not rising with 
the ace. 

There was some merit to 
East’s argument. However, 
West argued that declarer 
might be 5-5 and that the 
only chance for the defense 
was to score two heart 
tricks. 

Reese points out that East 
was to blame for the debacle. 
He was looking at a certain 
club trick— something that 
his partner could not know. 
Therefore, it was East's duty 
to make sure that his part- 
ner took any trick he had. On 
the second trump. East 
should have discarded the 
queen of hearts! After that, 
there was no way West 
would have ducked the ace of 
hearts when declarer led the 
suit.

“not guilty” of 
Cairo terrorist acts 



CAIRO, Aug. 23 (R). —.All 
51 members of a Moslem ex- 
tremist group accused of kid- 
napping and killing a former 
minister today pleaded not gui- 
lty on charges carrying the de- 
ath penalty. 

The charges include attemp- 
ts to change the government of 
President Anwar Sadat by for- 
ce and planting explosives in 
public places with the inten- 
tion of stirring terror among 
the people. 

The three-man military court 
asked each .defendant for his 
plea on the charges and all to- 
gether shouted: "not guilty". 

The court president decided 
to postpone the hearings till 
Sept. 3 at the request of the 
defence who wanted more time 
to study the case and read the 
police and prosecution inves- 
tigations. 


All the defendants were bro- 
ught to court handcuffed in cl- 
osed police vans. 

As they entered the court- 
room they shouted: "Allah ak- 
bar" (God is great) and : "Do- 
wn with the state of sinners.” 

Apart from the 51 present, 
three more defendants are fac- 
ing trial in absentia. 

The 51 included three 14- 
year-olds accused of acting as 
couriers for the group's leader. 
The defence asked the court to 
release them but the request 
was refused. 

Heated arguments then en- 
sued between the defence and 
the prosecution over the lega- 
lity of the trial procedures. 

All the defendants alleged 
before the court that they were 
tortured during the interroga- 
tion and 14 of them claimed 


they still bore marks of tor- 
ture. One of the defendants, 
Mohammad Gamal Sayed, re- 
moved his shirt and showed 
the court red markings on his 
back. 

He said he was beaten and 
was subjected to electric sh- 
ock and torture as well. The 
court decided to refer him to 

medical examinations. 

The group's leader, Shukri 
Mas tap ha who was dressed in 
black garment shouted as the 
trial started, addressing the 
court: "God will torture you 
all ... His torture will be more 
severe. We are Allah's caliphs 
on earth and we will rule this 
society one day so our religion 
may prevail.” 

He also said he was beaten 
and tortured during the inter- 
rogation.

New Chinese constitution 
shows anti-radical line 


Trade improvement is major item 
talks in Shah’s Polish visit

WARSAW. Aug. 23 (R). — 
The Shah of Iran said he saw 
no reason why states with dif- 
ferent political and economic 
systems should not cooper- te. 

The Iranian leader was re- 
plying to a toast given by Po- 
lish Communist Party Secret- 
ary Edward Gierek at a dinner 
held in his honour last night. 

In his speech the Shah ex- 
pressed satisfaction at the in- 
creasing trade between Poland 
and Iran. Poland was now Ir- 
an's third largest trading part- 
ner in Eastern Europe, he said. 

The Shah and Empress Far- 
ah, who both arrived yesterday 
for a five-day official visit, to- 


day went on a two-day trip to 
Poznan and Gdansk. 

The Shah will resume talks 
on Thursday with Mr. Gierek. 
These are expected to focus on 
economic cooperation between 
the two countries. 

Poland is pressing for a ch- 
ange of the structure of Iran- 
ian exports and proposing to 
boost fixed annual quotas of 
about 400,000 tons of Iranian 
crude oil. 

The Poles are asking Iran 
for a greater share of its ex- 
ports and have also expressed 
an interest in entering joint 
ventures with Iran and other 
countries. 


Polish newspapers today pr- 
aised the "friendly and busi- 
nesslike atmosphere” of the 
talks between the emperor and 
Mr. Gierek. 

The Communist Party news- 
paper Try buna Ludu said that 
the first day of the visit con- 
firmed the conviction here that 
it would contribute to even cl- 
oser cooperation. 

The leading Warsaw news- 
paper Zycie Warsza said that 
Poland and Iran have many 
identical or similar views on 
international problems above 
all on the principle of peace- 
ful coexistence and on coope- 
ration between states of diffe- 
rent political ideologies. 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 23 (R). 

— Former Indian Defence Mi- 
nister Bansi Lai, a hardline 
supporter of Mrs. Indira Gan- 
dhi's emergency rule, was ar- 
rested today for alleged mis- 
appropriation of funds belong- 
ing to the Congress Party's 
youth wing, it was reported 
here. 

Mr. Bansi Lai, 49, is the only 
one of Mrs. Gandhi's former 
cabinet ministers to have been 
arrested since she and her Con- 
gress Patty were ousted from 
power last March. Several of 
her close aides were held under 
Prevention of Corruption Act 
last week. 

Mr. Bansi Lai was arrested 
when he entered the police sta- 
tion in his hometown of Bhi- 


wani in northern Haryana Sta- 
te for questioning. Samachar 
news agency reported. 

Police have accused Mr. 
Bansi Lai of misappropriating 
Youth Congress funds of 
500,000 rupees (£33,000), ac- 
cording to an initial report lod- 
ged at the police station, Sam- 
achar reported. 

He has already been gran- 
ted bail in anticipation of ar- 
rest in two other cases regis- 
tered against him by police. 
He is also facing a commission 
of inquiry into his affairs. 

Mr. Bansi Lai. a former chief 
minister of Haryana State, was 
brought into the cabinet as de- 
fence minister in December 
1975, six months after the em- 
ergency was declared. 


He was expelled from the 
Congress Party following the 
general elections last March 
for what were called his “un- 
democratic, autocratic and un- 
dignified activities." 

Early last week several close 
aides of Mrs. Gandhi were ar- 
rested and accused by police 
of misusing their positions to 
collect funds for the Congress 
Party and siphoning these off 
to fictitious companies. 

They included Mr. Rajinder 
Kumar D ha wan, the former pr- 
ime minister’s private secre- 
tary. Mr. YashpaJ Kapoor, a 
close confidant who organised 
her 1971 election campaign, 
and Mr. Prakash Chand Sethi, 
a former Minister of State for 
Petroleum. All have been re- 
leased on bail.

The new constitution, Spain's 
11th since 1808, is expected 
to be ready for approval by 
both the Congress (lower hou- 
se) and the Senate by the end 
of the year. 


Foreign gifts to 
Nixon under probe 
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WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (R). 
— - America’s chief of protocol 
will go to court tomorrow to 
ask for permission to search 
200 packing cases containing 
material from the Nixon presi- 
dency in the hope of finding 
a number of missing gifts fr- 
om foreign leaders, the U.S. 
State Department said yester- 
day. 

A department spokesman 
said there were unresolved 
questions concerning the 
whereabouts of gifts from fo- 
reign governments to former 
President Nixon and members 
of his family. 

Chief of Protocol Evan Do- 
bell has asked Mr. Joel Solo- 
mon, head of the government’s 
General Services Administra- 
tion, to make an inventory of 
the gifts to the Nixons in its 
possession, the spokesman 
said. 

Under the Foreign Gifts and 
Decorations Act of 1966, gifts 
worth more than $50 belong 
to the government and must 
be turned over to the chief 
of protocol. 

At least a dozen of the mis- 
sing gifts were presents from 
Iran, according to the Wash- 
ington Post newspaper. It said 
Iranian Ambassador Ardeshir 
Zahedi, according to incomp- 
lete records now in the pos- 
session of the State Depart- 
ment, always remembered the 
Nixons at Christmas and the 
New Year, on their birthdays 
and anniversaries and with 
get-well gifts. 

Among the missing gifts 
presented to the Nixons dur- 
ing their six years in the 
White House was one presen- 
ted to Mr. Nixon's wife Pat- 
ricia by the Shah of Iran on 
his state visit to Washington 
on 1972, the Washington Post 
said. 

The gift was described by 
the White House Gift Unit as 
"a very fine hand-painted mi- 
niature of the president done 
on ivory ... 18 karat gold oval 
frame on easel bade surround- 


ed with golden leaves and br- 
anches, many ‘blossoms’ of 
single and clustered turquoise 
and sapphire stones.” 

The State Department lists 
"a magnificent clock”, a “be- 
autiful inscribed tray”, "gol- 
den tapestry-like material,” 
“an omate gold bos,” “a gold 
Swiss vest watch,” and two 
matching "bis-and-hers" wat- 
ches set into gold coins among 
the missing gifts, the newspa- 
per said. 

Among the countries that 
gave the Nixons gifts now 
said to be missing were 
Ghana, India; Indonesia, Iran, 
Ireland, Italy, Nicaragua, the 
Soviet Union, Taiwan and 
West Germany. 


But agreement on certain 
key points is not likely to be 
easy.

Prime Minister Adolfo Sua- 
rez’ party, the Union of the 
Democratic Centre (UCD) is 
understood to favour the con- 
tinuation of the present Cortes 
through to the end of its elec- 
ted existence --in four years' 
time. 

However, the leftwing and 
regional parties are all calling 
for the dissolution of the two 
houses once the constitutional 
vote has been taken. 

The Constitutional Commit- 
tee is composed of three depu- 
ties -- one UCD, one Socialist 
and one Communist -- one re- 
presentative from the region- 
al groups and a representative 
of the Popular Alliance Patty.

While the South African and 
Rhodesian prime ministers me- 
et in Pretoria, British Foreign 
Secretary Dr. David Owen and 
U.S. Ambassador to the United 
Nations Andrew Young are 
expected to be holding talks 
on Rhodesia with the leaders 
of the five Front-line nations In 
Lusaka. 

After their meeting with the 
leaders of Zambia, Tanzania, 
Mozambique, Angola and Bots- 
wana, Dr. Owen and Mr. You- 
ng are expected in South Afri- 
ca for further talks on Rhode- 
sia. It is not known if Mr. 
Smith will still be here. 

Mr. Smith’s meeting with 
Mr. Vorster will be the fourth 
between the two prime minis- 


ters this year. Mr. Smith rwna 
to Cape Town for talks in Fe- 
bruary, March and April.
